WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Pentagon, in an action describ. 
ed by one congressman as "dis» 
graceful," has announced early 
discharges for 30,000 Navy re- 
servists serving two-year ac- 
tive duty enlistments. 


The Pentagon said the move 


announced Friday would result 
in a saving of $48 million in the 
current fiscal year, thus helping 
to meet federal spending cuts 
mandated by Congress. 


The plan, however, does not 


affect thousands of Army, Air 
Force and National Guard per- 
sonnel who were activated early 
this year in the wake of the North 
Korea's seizure of the USS 
Pueblo. 


Rep. Richard S. Schweiker,

Higher Returns For 
Producers Expected 


Significantly higher cash re- 


ceipts are in store for Cali- 
fornia producers of tree fruits, 
grapes and nuts, according to 
Barit of America. 


The bank today predicted that 


cash receipts during the 1968- 
69 season (November to Octo- 
ber) will be considerably above 
the relatively low returns for 
the 1967.68 season. 


The prediction was contained 


in a special economic report 
released by A. C. Doerr, man- 
ager of Bank of America's Red 
Bluff Branch. 


The increased production is 


attributed largely to favorable 
growing conditions, according 
to bank economists. 


"The generally high quality 


of the crop will create a strong 
demand and, primarily because 
of reduced carryover stocks, 
the markets will be able to 
utilize the larger output at com. 
paratively high prices, "Bank 
of America said. 


The report predicted: 
— Deciduous tree fruit re- 


ceipts will reach $250 million, 
up 15 per cent over the 1967-. 
68 season. 


—While 1967-68 cash receipts 


to citrus growers will decline 
about 10 per cent to $150 mil. 
lion, early indications point to 
a much improved production 
outlook for 1968-69, in quantity, 


quality and cash receipts. 


— A slightly higher average 


price for walnuts and almonds 
during 1968-69 will lead to a 
small increase in cash receipts, 
up from $85 million to $86 mil. 
lion. 


— Lower grape prices will 


offset increased production, but 
returns are expected to ap- 
proach the 1967-68 level of $168 
million. 


The Bank of America report 


also notes that the production 
potential of citrus and nuts is 
increasing

than that for grapes and decid- 
uous tree fruits as indicated by 
the relationship of nonbearing to 
bearing acreage.

Rancher Sees End Near For Hogs 


Rv RRtirF RROWNKT.T.

Another longtime farm en- 


terprise is on its way out. It 
probably will not disappear 
completely, but as an import- 
ant i n d u s t r y it is already 
through, said Dale Carpenter 
at his farm on Dusty Way. 
C a r p e n t e r was speaking of 
swine, and he is eminently qual- 
ified on the subject, having 
just returned from Cal Expo 
•with a multitude of ribbons. 
Carpenter's position InTehama 
County's swine industry, and 
indeed the state, far exceeds 
its importance to his personal 
farm operation. In fact, hogs 
are a very small part of it, 
most of his livelihood being 
made on a well-regulated dairy 
herd and general farm crops. 
With a little sorrow in his 


voice, Carpenter said that the 
swine industry in California 
has decreased rapidly in the 
last ten years and predicts a 
further decline. There will al- 
ways be some pigs around, he 
said, but it won't mean much. 
In this state, continued Carpen- 
ter, the expense of killing and 
the high cost of freight have 
contributed greatly to the de- 
mise of the industry. His local 
processing sources have all 
but disappeared and he ships 
most of his hogs to either San 
Francisco or Yreka for butch- 
ering. 
Most pork consumed in Cali- 
fornia is shipped here from the 
midwest as dressed carcass- 
es and cut here. It costs far 
more to ship live local pigs 
than it does to ship dressed 


carcasses all the way from the 
midwest. 
Although this lack of a market 
for California-raised pigs is 
obviously bad for the over- 
all swine operations locally, 
it does not hurt Carpenter as 
much as most, even though 
he admits he is not getting rich 
on his pigs. His is primarily 
a breeding operation with only 
surplus hogs going to market. 
With what is perhaps the lar- 
gest purebred herd in Northern 
California and his reputation 
and past showing, Carpenter 
sells many of his pigs to mem- 
bers of the 4-H and FFA who, 
in turn, show them. These pigs 
are sold as weanlings and this 
year alone Carpenter-bred pigs 
were champions at theTehama, 
Glenn and Butte County fairs.

AND WORRIED WASHINGTON PAYS 
Production Keeps Increasing 


By JOHN CUNNIFE 


NEW YORK (AP)— Americans 
have paid farmers many billions 
of dollars in the past decade to 
cut back on production, which 
generally is more than the na- 
tion needs, but this year's har- 
vest now seems likely to be 
the biggest ever. 
As a result, still more tax 
money will be paid to curtail 
production next year. But wUl 
production fall in 1969? Very 
likely it will not. If it follows 
the trend, production again will 
be higher. And worried Wash- 
ington will spend even more. 
It is anomolies such as this 
that cause Americans to refer 
to the farm "problem." And it is 
a very complex problem. Farm- 
ers as well as bureaucrats 
are upset about the situation, but 
nobody seems to have the an- 
swers. Only explanations. 
American technology, with a 
support from government agen- 


cies, explains in part the failure 
to curtail production. Subsidies 
may cut down on acreage plant- 
ed. But output per acre grows 
astonishingly. 
Fifteen years ago corn output 
per acre was in the area of 40 
bushejs. This year it will be 
more than double that figure. In 
just one year, wheat production 
has jumped 11 per cent to 28.7 
bushels an acre. 
American industry, the Agri- 
culture Department, enterpris- 
ing farmers and sometimes the 
weather all play apart in abort- 
ing the hopes and plans of the 
production planners. Money 
seemingly cannot buy a slow- 
down. 
This year the situation as- 
sumes new importance. While 
budget experts writhe in an- 
guish as they try to cut $6 
billion from government spend- 
ing, another billion dollars or 
so may have to be used in pur- 


chasing surplus crops. 
The anomalies do not end here. 
Price support and crop reduc- 
tion programs, whichmanypeo- 
ple presume aid the family far- 
mer, may in fact be aiding the 
corporate farmer. It is the very 
large, efficient farmers who 
are responsible 
for boosting 


production. And it is they who 
often receive the subsidies. 
The changing pattern of farm 
population is seen easily in 
statistics. Gross farm income 
continues to rise—it is about 
$50 billion this year—although 
the number of farmers declines. 
There are 10 million people on 
farms now, with net income of 
$13 billion to $15 billion. 
Even this figure is deceptive, 
for much of the farm population 
today does not receive its live- 
lihood from the farm. With me- 
chanization, many members of 
farm families now work in fac- 
tories.

A N D W O RRIED W A S H IN G T O N PAYS

NEW YORK (A P )- Americans 
have paid fa rm ers many billions 
of dollars in the past decade to 
cut back on production, which 
generally is m ore than the na­ 
tion needs, but this year’s h a r­ 
vest now seem s likely to be 
the biggest ev e r. 
As a resu lt, still more tax 
money will be paid to curtail 
production next year.

But output per acre grows 
astonishingly. 
F ifteen years ago corn output 
per acre was in the area of 40 
bushejs. This year it will be 
m ore than double that figure. In 
just one year, wheat production 
has jumped 11 per cent to 28.7 
bushels an acre. 
Am erican industry, the Agri­ 
culture D epartm ent, e n terp ris­ 
ing farm ers and som etim es the 
weather all play a part in ab o rt­ 
ing the hopes and plans of the 
p r o d u c t i o n planners. Money 
seemingly cannot buy a slow ­ 
down. 
This year the situation a s ­ 
sum es new im portance. While 
budget experts w rithe in an­ 
guish as they try to cut $6 
billion from government spend­ 
ing, another billion dollars or 
so may have to be used in p u r­ 


chasing surplus crops. 
The anom alies do not end here. 
P rice support and crop reduc­ 
tion program s, which many peo­ 
ple presum e aid the family f a r ­ 
m er, may in fact be aiding the 
corporate farm er. It is the very 
large, efficient farm ers who 
are responsible for boosting 
production. And it is they who 
often receive the subsidies. 
The changing pattern of farm 
population is seen easily in 
statistics. G ross farm income 
continues to ris e —it is about 
$50 billion this year—although 
the number of farm ers declines. 
There are 10 million people on 
farm s now, with net income of 
$13 billion to $15 billion. 
Even this figure is deceptive, 
for much of the farm population 
today does not receive Its liv e­ 
lihood from the farm . With m e­ 
chanization, many mem bers of 
farm fam ilies now work in fac­ 
to ries. 
Beef Imports Worry Politicians 


In the parlance of the Old 
W est, a ghost strin g of dogies 
in single file, horn to tail, 
stretch es from the Golden Gate 
to Chicago.

How­ 
ever, this fat content also re ­ 
sults in a ham burger that frie s 
away.

idiom as “ spooky c ritte rs ” . 
While the shipm ents of th is 
beef into the U.S. in 1967 averag­ 
ed around 3lA pounds per capita, 
in term s of Am erican m eat it 
com pares with 5 pounds and p e r­ 
haps 6 pounds per capita.

are 
c a u g h t in a price 
squeeze. Some are bitter. 
Inflation cuts deeply into the 
sm all farm er’s income, as it 
does into that of the city dwel­ 
le r, and many of them feel 
helpless in dealing with food 
p rocessers. They feel their out­ 
put goes cheaply and that the 
consumer —rath e r than they, 
the producer—is the chief bene­ 
ficiary. 
“ Food was never so cheap in 
term s of wage rate s, quality so 
high and the producers so hard 
up — 1910 p rice s with 1968 
costs,” is the way a Michigan 
farm er puts it. 
He goes on to refer to “ raw, 
brutal corporate power,” a ref­ 
erence 
to 
the processors he 
must deal with. “ Every year 
some place the s c r e w s are 
turned tighter on the producer.” 
And he continues: “ Of the last 
7-cent advance in a half-gallon 
carton of m ilk the producer got 
2/3 of a cent— the “ bigs” 6 - 
1/3 cents. And the farm er got 
all the headlines. P ow er?P res- 
sure?” 
D issatisfaction is widespread 
with the cu rren t relationships of 
farm er to government and far­ 
m er to industry. Attitudes to 
and analyses of the farm situa­ 
tion obviously need to be r e ­ 
viewed and brought up to date. 
Not everyone can be made 
happy. Perhaps there is no an­ 
sw er. But in studying the Amer ­ 
ican farm we should at least 
know what the subject is. It 
isn’t what it was 10 years ago.

further decline. There will al­ 
ways be some pigs around, he 
said, but it won’t mean much. 
In this state, continued Carpen­ 
ter, the expense of killing and 
the high cost of freight have 
contributed greatly to the de­ 
mise of the industry. His local 
processing sources have all 
but disappeared and he ships 
most of his hogs to either San 
Francisco or Yreka for butch­ 
ering. 
Most pork consumed in Cali­ 
fornia is shipped here from the 
midwest as dressed carcass­ 
es and cut here. It costs far 
more to ship live local pigs 
than it does to ship dressed 


carcasses all the way from the 
midwest. 
Although this lack of a market 
for California-raised pigs is 
obviously bad for the over­ 
all swine operations locally, 
it does not hurt Carpenter as 
much as most, even though 
he admits he is not getting rich 
on his pigs. His is primarily 
a breeding operation with only 
surplus hogs going to market. 
With what is perhaps the lar­ 
gest purebred herd in Northern 
California and his reputation 
and past showing, Carpenter 
sells many of his pigs to mem­ 
bers of the 4-H and FFA who, 
in turn, show them. These pigs 
are sold as weanlings and this 
year alone Carpenter-bred pigs 
were champions at the Tehama, 
Glenn and Butte County fairs. 


Although he does not have a 
large operation—three to four 
boars as breeding stock, about 
15 boars at the close of show 
season, and about 15 to 20 
sows—Carpenter maintains his 
position by careful breeding and 
well planned feeding. He buys 
only the best boars and keeps 
only the best he raises person­ 
ally. He starts all his pigs on a 
high protein diet todevelopbone 
and i n i t i a l growth, then he 
switches to a higher fiber diet. 
Among the changes in the swine 
industry, aside from those men­ 
tioned earlier, is a decided 
switch to the meat type as op­ 
posed to fat or lard type hogs. 
Carpenter's pigs are consist­ 
ently of the meat type. 
Breeding, of course, is im­ 
portant, but so is showing for 


success. Out of three sons, 
Carpenter has (me, Dave, who 
is actively interested in farm­ 
ing. Nowadays Dave does most 
of the showing. Between the two 
of them there are a good num­ 
ber of years experience and it 
pays off. 
Dave did the showing at the re­ 
cent Cal Expo and this is what 
the C a r p e n t e r ’s came away 
with: Reserve Senior Champion 
Duroc Sow; Grand Champion 
Barrow and Reserve Champion 
Barrow-Duroc; Champion Pen 
of Three-Duroc; the Duroc 
Champion and pen of three went 
on to gather the champion of all 
breeds titles: first place car­ 
cass barrow, aHampshire, Sen­ 
ior Champion Hampshire boar; 
Senior Champion and Reserve 
Champion Duroc boar; and there 


were lesser places awarded to 
other of their pigs. 


Carpenter says that the rate of 
gain is much greater today with 
improved breeding, better feeds 
and knowledge of feeds and anti­ 
biotics to cut disease. Cholera 
is now nonexistent, virtually 
and brucellosis is tested every 
year by the state. Most herds, 
including the Carpenter herd 
are free of these problems. 


So, it seems, the swine indus­ 
try provides another aspect of 
the changing farm picture. Ec­ 
onomics dominate and dictate 
what a man will do, but as Dale 
and Dave Carpenter have shown, 
the world, or at least some of 
the world, will beat a path to 
the door of the man who can 
make or grow or raise the best.

Farm­ 
ers as well as bureaucrats 
are upset about the situation, but 
nobody seems to have the an­ 
swers. Only explanations. 
American technology, with a 
support from government agen­ 


cies, explains in part the failure 
to curtail production. Subsidies 
may cut down on acreage plant­ 
ed. But output per acre grows 
astonishingly. 
Fifteen years ago corn output 
per acre was in the area of 40 
bushejs. This year it will be 
more than double that figure. In 
just one year, wheat production 
has jumped 11 per cent to 28.7 
bushels an acre. 
American industry, the Agri­ 
culture Department, enterpris­ 
ing farmers and sometimes the 
weather all play apart in abort­ 
ing the hopes and plans of the 
p r o d u c t i o n planners. Money 
seemingly cannot buy a slow­ 
down. 
This year the situation as­ 
sumes new importance. While 
budget experts writhe in an­ 
guish as they try to cut $6 
billion from government spend­ 
ing, another billion dollars or 
so may have to be used in pur­ 


chasing surplus crops. 
The anomalies do not end here. 
Price support and crop reduc­ 
tion programs, which many peo­ 
ple presume aid the family far­ 
mer, may in fact be aiding the 
corporate farmer. It is the very 
large, efficient farmers who 
are responsible for boosting 
production. And it is they who 
often receive the subsidies. 
The changing pattern of farm 
population is seen easily in 
statistics. Gross farm income 
continues to rise—it is about 
$50 billion this year—although 
the number of farmers declines. 
There are 10 million people on 
farms now, with net income of 
$13 billion to $15 billion. 
Even this figure is deceptive, 
for much of the farm population 
today does not receive its live­ 
lihood from the farm. With me­ 
chanization, many members of 
farm families now work in fac­ 
tories. 
Beef Imports Worry Politidans 
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Pear Marketing 
O rder Bill 
Voted Down 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House has voted down a bill 
to permit federal marketing or­ 
ders on pears for freezing or 
canning. 
The 165-111 vote came Mon­ 
day after Rep. Page Belcher, 
R-Okla., said the bill was “ set 
up for the specific purpose of 
increasing the price of pears 
to consumers.” 
California, Oregon and Wasi* 
ington produce the bulk of the 
crop involved. 
A marketing order would have 
established terms and condi­ 
tions under which the pears 
could be marketed, including 
such things as volume, quality 
and size. Two-thirds of the pro­ 
ducers would have had to vote 
approval. 
Rep. John E. Moss, D-Calif. 
said the bill was designed to 
permit orderly marketing. 
Five canning or freezing com­ 
modities are presently eligible 
ter marketing order programs. 
They include asparagus, olives, 
grapefruit, cherries and craiw 
berrias. 


In the parlance of the Old 
West, a ghost string of dogies 
in single file, horn to tail, 
stretches from the Golden Gate 
to Chicago. 
This unseen herd is the equiv­ 
alent of more than one and three- 
quarter million beef cattle ship­ 
ped into the United States last 
year from Australia and New 
Zealand alone. 
The invisible beef tonnage 
haunts both political parties 
as they seek to woo the farm 
vote this Novemlter. 
While the independent busi­ 
nessmen, voting through the Na­ 
tional Federation af Indepen­ 
dent Business, have consistent­ 
ly rejected the idea of import 
quotas, 
they have supported 
heavily the principle of tying 
tariffs to the differentials be­ 
tween American wage scales 
and those of the nation shipping 
into this country. However, the 
importation of meats presents 
different factors than imports 
of manufactured goods. 
But Independent businessmen 


are also most conscious of the 
farm problem, since many are 
located in agricultural areas 
where the raising of beef, and 
the grains used for cattle feed, 
bulwark local economies. 
The question Is whether the 
tariff on meat products is too 
low, or the quality of American- 
raised beef too high. 
In 1967, according to the Com­ 
merce Department, 703,140,000 
pounds of meat were shipped 
into the U.S. from down under 
with approximately 70 percent 
from Australia and the balance 
from New Zealand. The value 
was $263,000,000, not includ­ 
ing about another $1,500,000 
worth shipped in by air. 
The great majority of this 
product was hard lean beef, 
boned out and frozen. Its prin­ 
cipal use is mixing with the 
heavy fat content U.S. beef to 
make frankfurters, hamburger, 
'and other products. 
American beef, marbled with 
fat, has a worldwide reputation 
for excellence, largely because 


steers are finished with 90 to 
120 days special pen»feeding 
with grains, molasses and other 
nutrients. 
This is a very expensive 
process that produces fine suc­ 
culent steaks and roasts. How. 
ever, this fat content also re­ 
sults In a hamburger that fries 
away. 
But the Australian beef crit­ 
ters, driven 600 to 700 miles 
over sparse plains to the slaugh­ 
ter houses, yield lean spare car­ 
casses, or what would be char­ 
acterized 
in Western range 
idiom as “ spooky critters” . 
While the shipments of this 
beef into the U.S. in 1967 averag­ 
ed around 3l/g pounds per capita, 
in terms of American meat it 
compares with 5 pounds and per­ 
haps 6 pounds per capita.

The character of farm fami­ 
lies also is changing. With the 
rising density of urban popula­ 
tion, some businessmen have 
moved out beyond the suburbs 
to farms. Gentlemen farmers, 
they receive the major part of 
their livelihood from other ac­ 
tivities. 
Factors such as these distort 
the farm income picture. Al­ 
though net income per farm 
continues to rise or remain near 
record high levels, around $5,- 
000 a year, most family farm­ 
ers 
are 
c a ug h t in a price 
squeeze. Some are bitter. 
Inflation cuts deeply into the 
small farmer’s income, as it 
does into that of the city dwel­ 
ler, and many of them feel 
helpless in dealing with food 
processers. They feel their out - 
put goes cheaply and that the 
consumer —rather than they, 
the producer—is the chief bene­ 
ficiary. 
“Food was never so cheap in 
terms of wage rates, quality so 
high and the producers so hard 
up — 1910 prices with 1968 
costs,” is the way a Michigan 
farmer puts it. 
He goes on to refer to “raw, 
brutal corporate power,” a ref­ 
erence 
to 
the processors he 
must deal with. “ Every year 
some place the s c r e w s are 
turned tighter on the producer.” 
And he continues: “Of the last 
7-cent advance in a half-gallon 
carton of milk the producer got 
2/3 of a cent— the “bigs” 6- 
1/3 cents. And the farmer got 
all the headlines.Power?Pres­ 
sure?” 
Dissatisfaction is widespread 
with the current relationships of 
farmer to government and far­ 
mer to industry. Attitudes to 
and analyses of the farm situa­ 
tion obviously need to be re­ 
viewed and brought 14) to date. 
Not everyone can be made 
happy. Perhaps there is no an­ 
swer. But in studying the Amer­ 
ican farm we should at least 
know what the subject is. It 
isn’t what it was 10 years ago.

HOLLYWOOD (AP>— I have 
a theory and I would like to pass 
it along for what it is worth. 
Now, this is no great earth- 
sh a k in g , 
headline-making, 
whee-wow-whee sort of theory, 
but merely a something that I 
personally believe; 
People with a sense of humor 
are ageless. 
It occurred to me some years 
back that the people I considered 
young were usually the ones who 
found humor in adversity as well 
as success. Comedians are an 
excellent e x a m p le when you 
consider such talents as Danny 
Thomas, Jack Benny, George 
B u rn s, Bob Hope, Groucho 
Marx, Red Skelton, Jimmy Dur­ 
ante, Milton Berle and a list of 
names that could easily go on 
for a page or more. 
We are all aware that, with 
the exception of George Jessel, 
these boys are not exactly teen­ 
agers and yet they radiate a 
feeling of youth rather than age. 
I am sure we all know a person 
who slumps in a chair at the 
end of the day and relates a tale 
of supergloom, disaster, and 
misfortune that dogged his foot­ 
steps from the moment he rolled 
out of bed. You also can prob­ 
ably think of someone else who 
could encounter the same ex­ 
periences and have you rolling 
on the floor with laughter when 
he tells his story. The gloomy, 
why-does-it- always-happen- 
to-me guys are usually old be­ 
yond their years while the one 
with a sense of humor seems to 
be eons younger. 
None of us go out of our way 


to seek adversity, but 
it is 
something we all have to live 
with from time to time. As long 
as this is a fact of life, it is 
one heckuva lot better to seek 
out the humor of a situation ra ­ 
ther than compound misery by 
rehashing or projecting the ele­ 
ments of doom to even greater 
proportions. 
As theories go, my point of 
view is not likely to go down in 
history alongside the ponder- 
ings of Newton or Gresham, but 
it has always been of tremen­ 
dous personal help. I guess you 
might say that this makes the 
whole idea worthwhile and log­ 
ical to me. 
Speaking from a comedian’s 
point of view, most of our hum - 
or—the tools of our trade— is 
usually built upon 100 per cent 
pure, undiluted adversity. I am 
delighted whenever a micro­ 
phone goes out or a waiter drops 
his tray on opening night be­ 
cause it gives me a whole new 
source of material for my act. 
The same thing is true for the 
person who may be addressing 
the PTA, his or her lodge, 
giving an annual report — even 
facing the in-laws for the very 
first time. 
It really does not matter if 
you happen to be 6 or 60, the 
folks with a sense of humor 
always seem to be getting much 
more out of life in addition to 
giving 
something to those a- 
round them. I do not think it 
matters whether you are on the 
giving or receiving end of hu­ 
mor. It works the same for eith­ 
er end. 
Laugh and stay young. It is al­ 
most as good as chicken soup.
